Of great concern to buyers at any sale is the cost of getting cattle 
home. This depends largely upon the attitude of the seller in keeping 
cattle until combination shipments can be made. Campbell Farms has 
the reputation of cooperating 100% in this matter. Cattle sold to go 
to Western Canada and the Maritimes can be held at the farm free 
of charge until the Royal Winter Fair when shipment can be ar- 
ranged with fair exhibitors. Cattle will also be held free of charge 
for pool shipments from the annual October sales of Messrs. Russell, 
Gray, Law, Beath, Deacon, and Murphy.

WHAT ABOUT THE EMBARGO ? 


Early in the year cases of foot and mouth disease were reported in Saskatchewan (2500 miles from us). The condition was im- 
mediately isolated and brought under control. We momentarily expect an announcement by the Department of Agriculture declaring the 
entire country free of foot and mouth. At this writing, however, the United States embargo on Canadian shipments still exists. Although the 
resumption of normal trade seems at hand, we cannot forecast exactly when the embargo will be lifted. Purebred sales are being held in 
Canada frequently, U. S. buyers participating, cattle to be held here until shipment can be made. 

We had to decide whether to postpone this sale until the embargo was lifted or to hold it at our regular time and keep the cattle 
that could not be shipped. 

Since both alternatives required holding the cattle it boiled down to a decision whether to keep the cattle and sell them ourselves 
later further in production, or to give our customers the benefit of purchasing them now and giving them the gain that will come through 
production advancement. 

Thus we decided that all cattle purchased in our Third Annual Sale that cannot be shipped because of the embargo will be kept 
at the farm at our expense until shipment can be made. With this grand group of cows and calves, bred heifers, and young bulls, alert 


buyers will recognize this as a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity. 
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1. Proper care should be given by purchaser to protect breed- 
ing qualities and health of animals. Any cattle in this sale that are 
fitted for exhibition purposes by their new owners are excluded from 
the following guarantee. 


2. All bulls are guaranteed breeders. If bull when sold is 14 
months of age or over and fails to breed, he must be reported within 
6 months. If under 14 months of age when sold and fails to be a 
breeder, he must be reported at the time he attains the age of 20 
months. A bull shall not be allowed to serve when under 14 months 
of age or be allowed to run with the herd when under 20 months of 
age. 

3. Cows sold with calves by side are considered proven breed- 
ers. All other cows and heifers sold as a single lot are guaranteed 
breeders, except calves sold by side of dam as one lot and heifers 
under sixteen months of age at time of sale. Heifers shall not be 
served for first calf by heavy or old bull. Cows and heifers over 
three months gone in calf, according to service date furnished at 
time of sale, but not proving in calf, must be reported to seller within 
three months from date of sale; all others served within three months 
of date of sale not proving in calf or not settled must be reported 
within six months. Heifers not settled when twenty-two months of 
age shall be promptly reported. Heifers over sixteen months of age 
sold open, not settling within six months of date of sale, shall be 
promptly reported.

4. Any animal not proving up to foregoing guarantee shall be 
replaced with another of equal value at the time of purchase to the 
satisfaction of the purchaser, or the purchase price will be refunded 
at the seller's option, but the seller may, if he desires, have the 
animal returned for retrial after a period noi to exceed six months. 
The expense of return freight in such case is to be paid by the seller. 
If the animal is proved to be a breeder beyond doubt, it shall be re- 
turned to the purchaser at his expense.
